Jiroolcs Backs rail agencies

BOISE — Rep. John Brooks' legislative career 
has not been known for championing the causes of 
organized labor. 

In fact, the Gooding Republican probably Is 
best known for his sponsorship of "right-fo-work" 
legislation In three of his five terms In office. So It 
Is at least a little unusual to see him sponsoring a 
bill at the request of a union — the Brotherhood of 
Railway and Airline Clerks. 

But Brooks says the bill would protect the 
Interests of his communities and small producers 



of agricultural commodities — not union jobs - 
from the adverse effects of rail-agency closures. 

On Monday, tho Idaho Public Utilities Com- 
mission heard preliminary testimony from Union 
Pacific Railroad officials on their request to close 
eight of 10 such rail agencies In Magic Valley 
communities. The company intends to replace Its 
on-site agents with toll-free telephone service to 
regional freight offices. 

The bill sponsored by Brooks and supported by 
. the rail clerks union would express to Ihe PUC 
that the intent of the Legislature and the policy of 
the state is "that the maximum retention of 



existing railroad lines, including branch lines, Is 

In the public Interest." 

The union contends that closure of the rail 
agencies — by removing the mil agents — would 
be the beginning of the end for rail service to 
these rural communities, according to union 
President Tracey Young. 

Young concurs with Brooks that the bill fs not 
pro-union legislation. 

"This is not an organized labor bill; It's a 
former's bill," he said Monday. 

He said rail agents in the affected communities 
will get other railroad jobs because of their union

Legislature $17 million short of needs

BOISE — Unless there's some 
breakthrough on approval of new 
taxes, It appears the Idaho 
Legislature Is at least J17 million 
short of meeting Its "critical" budget 
needs. 

House Speaker "Tom Stivers says 
he's committed to voting against new 
taxes this session, and has the votes to 
keep sales tax increase bills bottled 
up in the House Revenue and Taxation 
Committee. 

Stivers wants to put $20 million In 
anticipated surplus into next year's 
budget. He said last week thot would 
give the state an adequate budget for 
next year. 

But the Legislature's budget com- 
mittee learned Monday that won't 
work — without at least $17 million in 
new revenue, or some major cut- 
backs. 

Budget analyst Jeff Youtz told 




legislators it will take $509 million to 
fund a maintenance budget, plus four 
or five "critical areas." 

Willi or without guidance from the 
House's tax committee, the Joint 
Finance-Appropriations Committee 
plans to start work Tuesday on its 
major education budgets. 

On the agenda lor discussion and 
possibly final action will be the 
Legislature's public school support 
bill and also appropriations for the 
colleges and universities. 

Stivers' proposed budget, about $-192 
million, would allow for a 5 percent 
Increase in state ogency operations, a 



j percent increase in public school 
support, fi or 7 percent more for state 
employee' salaries and $2.7 mllllon.to 
fund programs previously paid from 
federal funds. 

Youtz said It would take a budget of 
$509 million to pay for House BUI 475, 
which grants a $20.4 million one-time 
Increase In teacher salaries. That 
budget level would allow an extra $2.7 
million for higher education, $1 
million extra for the Department of 
Corrections and $300,000 to the De- 
partment of Water Resources for 
work on the Swan Falls water rights 
Issue. 

Gov. John Evans has proposed a - 
budget of $560 million. $105 million 
higher than the current budget. 

New revenue bills generally ori- 
ginate in thc'House Revenue and 
Taxation Committee. That panel is 
considering a variety of bills (o In- 
crease state revenue, but so far, none 
has been approved. 

Chairman Rep. Steve Antone. R- 



Rupert, said last week It appears the 
panel is deadlocked 9-9 on a bill 
Increasing the state sales tax from 3 
to 4 percent. Antone said he won't 
bring the bill up again until It appears 
there is a majority to approve it. 

House Bill 475, the major education 
bill of the session, Is being held in the 
Senate Health, Education and 
Welfare Committee after passing the 
House. 

Budget analysts Indicated the 
Legislature will be committing Itself 
to huge bills now and in the future if 
the bill Is signed into law. 

Analyst Mark Falconer said the bill 
calls for $20.4- million this year, to 
boost Idaho public school teacher 
salaries closer to the national 
average. 

But he said the actual bill will be 
much higher. If teacher salaries go up 
$20.4 million, anothcr$1.4 million will 
be needed for Social Security, and 
about the same amount for retirement 
payments.

Wednesday at City Hal! to support a 
single carrier. The federal Civil 
Aeronautics Board has final say over 
the subsidy and the carrier picked to 
serve the route. 

The airport board, which advises its 



two parent governments, earlier 
Monday had selected Sky West 
because of Its strong financial posi- 
tion, Its lower bid for the federal 
■ _ su^Idy^d~Unr"timing^of-lts-two 
proposed round trips dally, said John 
Doerr, an airport board member. 

Sky West, which has been profitable 
throughout its 12-year history, has 
proposed a schedule timed so that 
travelers from Twin Falls could ar- 
rive early In the morning at Boise and 
return either at noon or late in the 
evening. The second arrival in Boise 
would be In mid-afternoon. 



Horizon, a 2-year-old carrier, also fs~ 
offering an- early, morning flight to 
Boise, but no return trips until late in 
the afternoon. Its second arrival also 
would be in late afternoon. 

Sky West also has told the federal 
agency it can provide Its service for a 
subsidy of $153,389 a year, almost 
$80,000 cheaper than Horizon's full- 
service bid. 

Although Sky West files to all major 
cities in southern Idaho, its route 
system extends generally south from 
Twin Falls. Horizon's network 
Drlmarlly branches north and west to

CONCORD, N.H . - As the candidates shook 
the last hands of a long New Hampshire cam- 
paign, two new polls Indicated Monday that Sen. 
Gary Hart was closing In on Democratic presi- 
dential front-runner Walter F. Mondalc one day 
before the state's klckoff primary. 

"I'm not looking at the polls. We're doing well," 
the former vice president said as he greeted 
workers outside a shoe foctory on a cold morning. 

But Hart, bidding to displace Sen. John Glenn 
as Mondale's closest rival, declared, "There's a 
lot of voter switching," in the final hours of the 
campaign. "People are jumping all over the 
place." 

Hart declared he already has won In New 
Hampshire, because he fs "considered a serious 
candidate." 

Glenn appeared at Franklin Pierce College In 
Rlndge and, when asked by reporters whether he 
was worried about Tuesday's outcome, replied, 
"I'm concerned abotit It. of course."

Franklin Pierce was the only native of New 
Hampshire elected president, and Clean opened 
his speech to a largely student audience by 
saying, "With all due respect to Franklin Pierce, 
I expect to do better in San Francisco than he did 
In 1052 when he was nominated on the 49Ui 
ballot." 

San Francisco is the site of this year's Demo- 
cratic national convention. 

Two fresh polls agreed Mondale holds a lead 
over Hart, who has surged Into second place on 
the strength of a surprise runner-up finish in last 
Monday's lead-off Iowa caucuses. But both also 
showedfHart solidly ahead of Glenn and within' 
striking distance of Mondale If Hie Colorado 
senator was able to-malntaln his momentum. 

An ABC-Washington Post poll reported Mon- 
dale had 32 percent of the support, to 25 for Hart, 
15 for Glenn and 0 for the Rev. Jesse Jackson. 



Former Sen. George McGovern had 5 percent; 
Sen. Ernest Rollings had 3 ; followed by Scn._Alan 
Cranston with 2 percent and former Florida Gov. 
Reubln Askew, with 1 percent In a survey of 450 
voters. The poll was based on a three-day rolling 
average and had a margin of error of 5 percent. 

That amounted to a seven-point Mondale lead 
over Hart, down from a 14-polnt lead that the 
same poll reported for the three-day period 
ending 24 hours earlier. 

Another poll, -conducted for Cable News 
Network, showed Mondale with a healthier lead 
over Hart and Glenn, 30.2 percent for the former 
vice president, 22 for Hart and 15.4 for Glenn. The 
margin of error was 4.4 percent, and the tele- 
phone survey was conducted among 500 Demo- 
crats and independents who said they are likely to 
vote Tuesday. 

Polls aside, the candidates worried about* a 
snowstorm, forecast for primary day, and how 
that would affect a turnout that Secretary of State 
William Gardner said would run' to 112,000 
Democrats and Independents.

Tanker sinks 
Tafter blast; — 
22 rescued 



NEW ORLEANS (AP) — The C61- 
foot tanker American Eagle, Its side 
ripped open by a fatal explosion a day 
earlier, sank Monday with 24 
crewmen aboard while waiting for a 
tow in the gale-whipped Gulf of Mex- 
ico, the Coast Guard said. 

Two crewmen were lost but the 
other 22 were rescued when the Amer- 
ican Eagle went down at 5:40 p.m. 
about 180 miles southwest of New 
Orleans, said Petty Officer Gary 
Starks at the Coast Guard's 8th Dis- 
trict headquarters. 

Three crewmen were killed and 
three others were Injured Sunday In 
an unexplained explosion aboard the 
ship. The blast left the American 
Eagle dead in the water. 

The tanker went down as a sea- 
going tugboat was en route from Port 
Arthur, Texas, to tow the ship to 
Galveston, Texas, Its original destina- 
tion, Starks said. 

"The weather Is pretty bad out 
there — there are' lG-foot seas. 40 knot 
winds and low visibility," Starks said.

Using legislative rider 
would exert influence 



Some major recommendations 
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One way in which Congress can exert 
influence over what are often aiiminislrat Ivc 
rather than policy decisions is through the 
legislative rider. 

This Is language added onto a bill which has 
no direct bearing on the main thrust of the 
measure, and so merely "rides" along with It. 
The rules of both the House and Senate 
supposedly bar this practice, but those rules 
. often arc ignored, to the serious detriment of. 
the taxpayer — those "forgotten" American 
families of four people who pay a median 
federal Income tax of S2.2I8 per year, per 
family and work long hours each week to put 
themselves in the position to pay this. 

Congress uses such riders not only to impose 
spending directions and requirements on the 
executive branch, but also to direct . 
management operations oreven override 
management decisions. , 

For example, In May ID83, the Department 
of AgrlcuJ lure's Farmers Administration 
(FmllA) announced plans to move its office 
from one city to another within Uic same state. 
The agency's appropriations bill, which came 
out in June, did not specifically bar the move, 
but In reports accompanying the measure, Uic 
House and Senate agricultural appropriations 
subcommittees both said It should not be done. 
Despite these opinions, FmHA responded that 
the report language was not legally binding 
and that Uic agency Intended to proceed with 
Uie move. 

Congressional reaction was swift. A 
supplemental appropriations bill for FY 1983 
was being considered In July, and to It was _ 
added a clause which declared : 
"None of the funds appropriated by this or 

any other act may be used to relocate 

state office of the Farmers llome" " ~ ~

if the president disagreed wlUi Uic rider, he 
could not reject It without vetoing the entire 
bill. That would have affected essential 
funding for the food-stamp program, the 
Health and Human Services Department, 
Food and Drug Administration, Department 
of Commerce, Departmcntof Justice, 
Department of State, Department of Defense 
and oUier agencies which were Included in 
Uiat supplemental appropriations bill. 
Regardless of how strong his disagreement, 
the president had no real option but to approve 
the entire bill, including Uic rider, which Is 
what he did. 

The president's veto power is specifically 
expressed In the Constitution: 

"Every bill which shall have passed the 
Housed Representatives and Uic Senate, 
shall, before It becomes law, be presented to 
Uie president of the United States; ifhe 
approves, he shall sign it. but if not. he shall 
return it, with his objections. . . " 

i~ of (his provision cnvlsfnocrf the 



term "bill" in a much narrower sense than It 
Is now employed. In Uie early stages of our 
government, each bill was concerned with a 
single, specific subject which had to be clearly 
Identified in Uie title. During this period, a 
president could veto all the proposed 
legislation on a single subject, by vetoing a 
"bill;" 

Over Uie years, Congress had enlarged Uie 
number and scope of unrelated subjects that 
togeUier comprise a bill, until a single 
appropriations bill today may cover several 
unrelated departments, agencies and 
programs. Thus, Uie president Is sometimes 
deprived of Uie authority to selectively veto 
proposed legislation on a single subject. 

One way to remedy Uils problem would be to 
Institute an Item veto, such as is available to 
Uie governors of 43 states. Item veto power 
would enable a president to separate from his 
approval of major legislation such unrelated 
element;; as (he prohibition against moving 
Uie FmHA office from one city to another 
without affecting the entire measure. Of 
course, Congress would still be able to 
exercise its constitutional right to override 
Uiat veto. 

It is important to recognize that our 
recommendation of a presidential item veto in 
no way jmplnges on Congress's constitutional 
rights and obligations. -Rather, It adds to the 
political process a constructive element that 
could lead to a significant reduction In 
management Ineffectiveness. In the past, this 
particular element was perhaps not necessary 
— and obviously no changes should be made in 
political processes unless doing so Is of critical 
importance. 
Thus, in Uie 1960s, It was possible to-tolerate 

-whatever Inefficiency Uiat Ir^siatrvTTiders 

and similar actions Introduced into 
administrative matters simply because Uie 
resulting budget deficits averaged a 
"manageable" $6 billion a year. Now, 
however, Uie country is facing deficits 
approaching 5200 billion annually. 

In the equivalent circumstances, a 
private-sector enterprise would' take drastic 
steps to tighten its belt, eliminating all 
systematic Inefficiencies in its authorizatllon. 
management and operating proactlces. PPSS 
Is arguing here that Implementing an item 
veto is one such decisive action Uiat the 
federal government needs to take in order to 
mitigate an Inherent weakness In the political 
process — and to enable Uic federal 
government to optimize Uie use of Its nation's 
human and capital resources. 

The dimensions of the challenge were 
clearly drawn in a remark made by a leading 
representative to his colleagues in the House 
Just before Congress adjourned in 1983: "We 
have confessed to an already doubting nation 
Uiat wc are ruled by political fear, rather than 
economic courage."

Utah appears at the center of the 
hazard, but the dnngcr'could easily 
extend to nearby parts of Colorado, 
Nevada, Idaho and Oregon, said Rob- 
ert Clark, a water specialist at the

Administration. 

In 40 years as a hydrologlst, Clark 
said, he has never seen two consecu- 
tive winters as wet as 1383 and 198-1. 

He said precipitation has been two 
to five times normal In some parts of 
the West. Current conditions are simi- 
lar to those of last spring, when 
.flooding damage was estimated at 



more than $4 billion nationwide, he 
said. 

Cold in November and December 
allowed record snowpacks to build In 
the West, said Ron Gird of the Na- 
tional Environmental Satellite and 
Data Information Service. He cited as 
an example Colorado's snow cover, 
now 167 percent above normal. 

Clark said melting snow has raised 
soil moisture to excessive levels 



across much of the* nation — except 
the South — raising the potential for 
flooding If spring rains odd to the 
water. 

Extremely wet soil was noted In 
parts of Minnesota, Iowa, Indiana, 
Virginia and North Carolina, where 
floods could occur following a spring 
rain of one inch in three hours, Clark 
said.

"If Ihcy tlhe company) lose the cyanide, they lose the 
gold," Jones says. "It's In their best Interest, as well as 
ours, to ensure that they don't lose the cyanide." 



Donald Long, the president of Golden Maple Mining and 
Leaching, says his company would like to build the 
leachbig plant at the site of an old underground gold mine 
that was shut down in the 1910s. 

If the plant is approved by SNItA officials, Long says It 
would be operated on a seasonal basis, during the spring. • 
and summer months.

Waste from Jerome dairies worries district health board

TWIN FALLS — The South Central District 
IlcalUi Department board will send a letter to 
the Jerome County Planning and Zoning 
Commission, expressing Uie board's concern 
over the uncontnlned animal wastes of dairy 
operators in that county. 

The waste problem has- prompted 
widespread complaints by residents. 
' After hearing William Allred. the district's 
environmentalist, report on the outcome of a 
recent meeting he attended with repre- 
sentatives of various. Jerome County agen- 
cies, board members decided last week Uiat 
they should urge zoning officials to take 
action to resolve the dairy waste problem. 



Allred deserilxMl how manure nm-ofr Is 
flooding canals, mads ami even a mobile 
home. 

Failure to enforce existing regulations, 
violators who are exempt from the jurisdic- 
tion of j- resent ordinances, sketchy distinc- 
tions between a public vs. a private health 
nuisance and conflicts with several county 
ofriclals who also have dairy Interests are Just 
a few of the issues Uiat further complicate the 
matter. Allred told board members at their 
monthly meeting. 

The Jerome County prosecutor Is reviewing 
existing laws and ordinances to determine 
their enforcement errectlvcness, Allred said, 
and the prosecutor plans to submit a report of 
his findings in about two weeks, 1( nothing can 
be done at that point, We'll have to consider 



ways to solve the problem through new 
ordinances, Allred said. 

"The uncontrolled dairy waste Is a serious 
concern that can no longer be ignored," he 
said. "We hope to have this problem resolved 
as quickly as possible." 

Alan Blermonn, 'the .district's environ- 
mental health director, said Uiat although Uie 
public views this as a health problem, which It 
Is, Uie agency actually has lltUc authority to 
regulate action on the matter. 

District director Gerald Hurst reminded 
board members that the department 
primarily serves Ih an Investigative and 
advisory capacity. 

"Unless it can be proven that the run-off 
manure will cause physical illness, our 
agency Is at a legal standstill when It comes to 



correcting Uie problem," he said. 

Hurst said, however, that If dairies with 
Graue-A permits ore the ones not adequately 
containing their animal wastes, Uie depart- 
ment has the power to revoke the violators' 
Grade-A permits. 

"1 see tills situation os a serious health 
hazard," said Minidoka County board 
member Henry Schoddc. "Regardless o! our 
limited authority, I think we should try to" 
become more Involved In cases or this kind,.to 
help bring health offenders in compliance wlUi 
the laws." 

Board member Russell Howell or Jerome 
said the sltuatfon Is upsetting not only the 
neighbors of Uie offending dairy operators, 
but the entire community, 

"These dairies ore abusing the rights of 



their neighbors, and Uie longer Uils goes 
unchecked, the worse Uie problems will get," 
he said. 

"Even It we can't Impose direct sancUons, 
our board can contact the proper officials and 
put some pressure on them to more strictly 
enrorce Uie laws or pass ordinances Uiat do 
have some teeth." Howell said. 

In other business at last week's meeting, the. 
board oppointed Robert P. Thackeray of 
Wendell to fill the unexpired term of Rick 
Brailsford, who reccnUy resigned to pursue a 
law career. 

Thackeray, who also is a Gooding County 
commissioner, will serve through next year, 
at which time Uie Gooding County seat on the 
board will be open for reappointment.

The movies were taken by sheriffs 
deputies in mid-January, after a cred- 
itor obtained a 5600 civil Judgment

Religious protest sweeps across India's capital

The five Sikhs were charged with 
violating the 1971 "Insult to Notional 
Honor Act," which carries a max- 
imum punishment of three years In 
prison. Four other Sikh leaders were

Before the JewTsIi~~In clden t - broke 
the rhetorical rhythm of his campaign 
by forcing him on the defensive, the

"started to dwindle and his oratory had 
been tamed by grueling 20-hour days 
on (lie campaign trail. 

Polls suggested his support had 
shrunk in New Hampshire, while 
some of his rivals for the nomination 
continued to gain, posing a threat that 
Jackson might finish no higher than 
fourth In Tuesdays primary — his 
first lesl with voters. 

Jackson was next-lo-last among the 
eight candidates In the Iowa 
caucuses, but made no real campaign' 
effort there, concentrating Instead on 
New Hampshire and the South. 

"The campaign Is wearing him 
down," acknowledged Charles 
Morelaiul, a union activist from 
Washington, D.C., who came to New 
Hampshire recently to work for 



Jackson." - 

Still, Jackson, his aides and cam- 
paign workers deny any suggestion 
that the campaign peaked cariy in 
New Hampshire. 

Asked after a hunger forum Sunday 
whether his campaign was losing 
momentum, Jackson said: "Not real- 
ly. We've come here with the least 
amount of money, the poorest cam- 
paign wllh the richest message, and 
It's gotten over. I'm just impressed 
with the number of younger people 
who have come on the (voter registra- 
tion) books for the first time."

— Three wee tcs-agorNcw Hampshire - 
was buzzing about Jackson, Now, due 
in part to'thelr second and third place 
rankings in the Iowa caucuses.

The "Jackson fever" that spread so 
quickly after his mission to Syria, 
where he obtained the release of a 
captive Navy airman who was raised ■ 
in New Hampshire, has cooled. 

His ability to hold his own. and even 
overshadow, experienced politicians, 
was displayed during a nationally 
televised debate at Dartmouth Col- 
lege last month. But it did not come to 
the fore during a repeal performance 
at St. Ansclm College last week. 

Challenged at that debate by televi- 
sion' correspondent Barbara Walters 
to retract his reference to Jews as 
"Hymies," Jackson appeared uncom- 
fortable and unable to recover from 
the question. He never admitted 
making such a remark until Sunday.

Publisher wants forgotten Czech to carry Olympic torch

CHICAGO — Emil Zatopek ran farther andTasler lhan 
any man before him, capturing gold medals in the three 
long-distance events in one Olympics — a triumph of 
endurance and speed unmatched in the history or the 
Games. 

Before Zatopek's 1952 performance at Helsinki, Finland, 
no one ever had attempted ihc 5,000-meter, lo.ooo-meier 
and marathon triple. Noone has duplicated the feat since. 

His three victories, all in Olympic record time, placed 
Zatopek alongside such greats as Jesse Owens and Jim 
Thorpe.

Today, Zatopek and his wife Dana, a 1952 Olympic gold 
medalist In the Javelin, live well by local standards in 
Troja, a suburb in the hills outside Prague where, 
Ironically, Communist Party boss Gustav.Husak also lives 
In retirement.

Beyond Arctic Circle, ice cream sells

KOTZEBUE, Alaska — Even when 
. It's so cold it gives you a headache, 
residents of this tiny community north 
of the Arctic Circle still lino up for fee 
cream. ■ 

The familiar red-Dairy Queen sign 
catches newcomers by surprise. 

But there it fs, at the interscctloa of 
Lagoon and Second streets, a genuine, 
OG-sent, seven-day-a-week Dairy 
Queen boasting everything from hot 
- dogs and French fries to New York 
steak and a weekly Mexican theme 
night. 

And there's the ice cream, sundaes 
and $3.45 banana splits. 

"It Is true people will buy Ice cream 
here at 30 degrees below zero," says 



Hon Hogan, one of the owners of the 
northernmost restaurant In the Dairy 
Queen chain. "It's a proven fact." 

But It wasn't always that way, he 
. says. When the restaurant was bu'lt In 
1977, the concept of Ice cream sundaes 
and other frozen dairy products was 
hard to explain to the mostly Inupint 
Eskimo village. 

"We put up a picture of what we 
were talking about," he says. "And 
now It's a household word not only in 
Kotzcbuc, but fn the outlying villages 
as well. It'sjust been a real education 
process." 

While Kotzcbue's Dairy Queen may 
look like others of Its kind, there are 
some differences, Hogan says. It's the 
only Dairy Queen that mixes its own 
ice cream from powder, and has a 



menu that includes shrimp, fried 
chicken, $10.75 steak-and-egg 
breakfast^and $17 New York steak 
dinners. 

"We're basically a fast-food opera- 
tion," says Lou Jones, manager of the 
restaurant for the past two years. 
"Rlit wo'rp trying the same cH e njele ., 



"over and over, and we need a' varied* 

"Next year, we are going to In- 
troducesalmonsteaks," ■ 

The prices may seem steep, but 
they don't raise an eyebrow In this 
village of 3,000, about 550 miles 
northwest of Anchorage. Milk here 
sells for about $5 a gallon.. 

Hogan's says his restaurant faces 
other unique problems and a "very, 
very high overhead." There are no 



roads or railways to Kotzebue. The 
only way into or out of the community 
Is by air, or in the summer, by boat. 

"Meat and fresh vegetables ape 
flown In from Anchorage and 
Fairbanks at32 to 34cents a pound," 
he says, and some of the perishables 
re q u i re heated storage. 



Other Items ore barged through the 
Bering Strait during the summer 
months, or must be flown in from 
Seattle at about 65 cents a pound. 

"That makes a hamburger pretty 
expensive when you tack all that on 
them," Hogan said. 

The restaurant doesn't have the 
Kotzcbuc market all to Itself. A fast- 
food chicken restaurant took It on the 
wing some years ago, but a hotel 
restaurant, a pizza parlor and an 
Oriental restaurant remain.

Engineers 
should aid 
education 

DETROIT (AP) - General Motors 
Corp. President P. James McDonald 
called on the nation's engineers 
—Monday to teach classes and sit on-, 
school boards In Uielr free time to help 
America through a crisis in technical 

- education; — — - - 

McDonald, himself an engineer, 
said in a speech that lhc United 
States' failure to tratn more engineers 
has given foreign countries "an 
advanlage when It comes lo the 
supply of technically trained people." 

"The domestic auto Industry Is 
especially interested because we have 
so much lo do." he said. 

McDonald made his remarks in die 
keynote uddress of the five-day Soci- 
ety of Automotive Knglnccrs Interna- 
tional Congress which convened 
Monday In Detroit. 

"The Japanese today produce 15.000 
more engineers than lhc U S. In a 
population only half as large." 
McDonald said. 

"The number ol engineering doc- 
torates awarded by American schools 
has declined :D percent over the last 
seven years and almost half of those 
awards went lo foreign sludcnls. 
many of whom took their talents hack 
across the ocean." 

The cnn'cnl of U S technical educa- 
tion also Is poor. McDonald said. 
"Three of four math classes In our 
four-year colleges are correctly 
calegorfml as remedial learning." hi—- 
•said. 

In the Sovlel Union.' lie said. "Ten 
times more high school students lake 
calculus than in (Ills country." 

Harry Sinllh, McDonald's speech 
writer, said the figures used in the 
address came from reports by lhc 
National Council of Engineers and a 
White House task force on education. 

"You in the engineering profession 
can help maintain the (low of good 
people lo this industry by using your 
influence lo attract botti new and 
proven lole.nl." McDonald said 

"Perhaps you can serve as a college 
recruiter for your company." he said 
"Or sit on the local school board . . If 
you're asked to teach part lime in an 
engineering school. I think you ought 
toconstderdoingll." 

McDonald said (acuity vacancies at 
engineer schools "-run ns high as 10 or 
15 percent, end maybe as high as 'M 
percent In areas such as compulcr 
engineering and solid stale 
cleelronics."

Millions taking the plunge into world of home computers

Millions of Americans have plunged 
enthusiastically into the world of 
home computers, playing games, 
managing personal finance.'; and han- 
dling business chores with scarcely a 
pause to beep. 




Hut anyone contemplation a first 
step into the field may find it a 
frightening one. 

The Electronic Industries Associa- 
tion, a trade ftroup, and the federal 
government's Consumer Information 
Center, have teamed up to lake out 
some of the terror with a 43-page 
guide, "How To Buy A Home Com- 
puter,',' which covers the basic com- 
puter styles and accessories, explains 
what sort of equipment you'll need for 
different types of activities and pro- 
vides a glossary of terms. It costs 50 
-cents and is-available-from-tlie- 
sumer Information Center, Dept.. 
■119M, Pueblo, Colo., MOOT. 

Before you even contemplate a 
purchase, you should read popular 
magazines on home and personal 
computers, talk to someone who owns' 
one and visit a computer show and a 
meeting of a user's group. (That's 
computer talk for a computer club; 
learning the language is part of buy- 
ing a computer.) 

Decide what you want your com- 
puter to do. Do not buy a computer 
and then try to find ways, to" use it. 
Determine the uses first. 

When you're setting a budget, con- 
sider . everything you will need. An 
"Inexpensive machine may require 
costly accessories to do the things you 
want, and you could wind up spending 
more in the long run than if you pam 
more initially. There is no point, 
however*. In paying for features you 
will not need or use. 
There arc two key terms to keep in 
Ind: Hardware, which refers to me 
equipment, and software, which de- 
scribes "the programs that tell the 
computer what to do. There are five 
basic types of home computer: 

•Computer literacy computers. 
These machines cost under SIO0, not 
Including TV display or accessories. 
They'll help you learn about com- 
puters, play simple games and even 



learn programming. Do not expect to 
do anything very complicated with 
tli em. 

•Entertainment computers. At a 
cost of S100 to $500 and up, you'll be 
able to get a computer that lets you 
piny arcade-quality games at home 
and can l>e used as a teaching tool for 
children. You generally can get col- 
ors, sound effects and a choice of 
recreational or educational software. 

•i lomo- "management-productivity 
computers. These are the computers 
which you can use to prepare finan- 
cial -:i-it)'m i'nt^. draw, u p mail in g l i^ 1 ^ _ 
or even write a.book. These com- 
puters generally cost SI .000 and up. 
You may he able to turn your enter- 
tainment machine into a home man- 
agement computer, by adding ac- 
cessories, but you're probably belter 
off starting fresh if you plan substan- 
tial business-related use of your 
computer. ~ *""\ 

•Portable computers. Self- 
contained computers which fit under 
an airline seat. The price: SI.800 and 
»p. Portable computers typically in- 
clude a built-in TV-like display, yi 
selection of business software and one 
or two bulll-ln disk drives to nut lUo 
software. 

-Handheld - computers. Even 
smaller than portable computers, 
these pocket, briefcase or lap models 
retail for around S1UU to and olleil 
resemble calculators with built-in liq- 
uid crystal displays and. sometimes, 
tiny printers. They are battery pow- 
ered, can run programs and connect 
with peripherals or auxiliary devices 
to store data, plug Into information 
networks and even send material to 
other computers by telephone. 

The next step is to decide whnl kind 
of software you want. There are two 
tyjws of programs - - some with 
s|K'cl(lc applications and others, 
called operating systems, which 
manage what happens Inside the

computer. You don't need to know 
much alwut the operating systems 
software. Hut it is important to re- 
member that each specific applica- 
tion program Is written to work with a 
specific operating system and a 
specillc computer. There are some 
operating systems which are compat- 
ible with several types of computers, 
but you must be careful not to buy a 
computer which will not work with the 



kind of programs you want to use. 
■ Like hardware, software comes In 
several varieties: recreational, edu- 
cational, home management. 
jK-rsonal business and scientific. 

You should lest all software by 
finding oul how easy it is lo use 
(Computer jargon is "user friendly.") 
Head the written Instructions and ask 
l» Iry the program n the store. The 



better programs have menus, or lists 
of tilings the computer can do, and 
help screens, N which include Instruc- 
tions right In the program itself. 

Other considerations in picking 
software Include how quickly Uie 
program will run, what sort of war- 
ranty Is provided and what kind of 
Informational support the manufac- 
turer provides if you have a question.
